Our 
Armicthen thought ofa faire reirait, and 
applied toirby theſame way they advan- 
ced, and lay the ſame nightin Armes : on 
Wedneſday they retreated towards Openhe- 
mm bridg and lodged about Girah.On thurl- 
day ( which was a very great march }they 
came on this ſide Benſhem, The Encmie all 
this while following without any thing 
done, on Fryday morning our two Ar- 
mies hauing ſo diſpoledofthemſelues, mar- 
ehed by ſeverall paſſages to Loreſh, leaſt the
